WATER AN AID TO DIGESTION 

Medical Investigators Have Concluded 
That Plentiful Drinking at Meals 
It Distinctly Beneficial. 

MedlcBl Investigators have reached 
the conclusion that Instead of being 
harmful to drink quuntltles of water 
with meals It Is distinctly beneficial. 
Recent experiments along this line are | 
described In The New York Medical 
Journal. The writer says: 

• Not long ago It was almost the rule 
for physicians to discourage the habit 
of drinking water except In minimum 
amounts with meals, on the ground 
that the gastric Juice was thereby di- 
luted and that digestion was Impaired 
and delayed. This opinion Is still held 
by many physicians, and Is the pet 
hobby of a great many diet cranks 
and cranks — professional and ama- 
teur. 

"On the other hand, there have been 
many who believed that an appetite 
as widely distributed as the desire to 
drink at the time of eating, an appe 
tlte seen In so many animals bs well 
as In man, was a perfectly safe guide 
to trust, and that It was obviously a 
provision of Nature to supply water 
which was needed at this time. 

"Kecent experimental evidence 
seems to confirm the latter view. The 
work of Foster and Lambert has 
shown that water Is a distinct stimu- 
lant to the gastric mucosa, and that 
Instead of the presence of water In 
the stomach resulting In a dilute gas- 
tric juice, It. on the other hand, occa- 
sions the secretion of a juice of higher 
concentration than under ordinary clr-

William Rettlg of Berlin Is complet- 
ing an airship he says will make the 
trip from America to Europe in forty- 
eight hours. It Is 42t'.':. feet long. 45.9 
feet beam and traveling at an altitude 
of 3.000 feet will carry thirty passen- 
gers. 

Herr Hettlg, Instead of being a vl- 
■louary. Is a distinguished architect, 
engineer and scientist.
